FBVne mental marathon known as the IB program was a 
rigorous two years of across-the-board upper level 
core classes. Preparation began in the ninth and tenth 
grades with Pre-IB courses, and then in the eleventh 
grade the brunt of the full program struck. The 
students that committed to it suddenly found them- 
selves barraged with a huge workload and mind- 
straining curriculum. They were forced to allot more 
time to studying than the majority of their friends 
net. involved 1h IB. 
Bonding with fellow classmates was unavoidable, as 
Adam Mangana noted, saying, “It’s more than just 
academic. It’s building relationships with students 
that are incredibly strong people.” They become study 
buddies, people to spend their scraps of free time 
with, and closest friends. The determined students 
Supported each other through such trials as stressful, 
university-level classes and the composition of their 
extended essays. 

The extended essay was just one of the obligations 
of IB: a thesis paper that was sent to foreign nations 
for assessment. While that may seem impractical, the 
very goal of this 40 year old program was to form an 
international scholastic standard at which students 
in the eighty countries that are its affiliates could 
function. All participants were required to maintain 
a 3.2 grade point average, write the aforementioned 
extended essay, and take Theory of Knowledge, a 
phi losophy-based course in which students were 
encouraged to broaden their thinking and embrace 
alternative forms of problem solving. Jason Dukes 
described IB as “...a challenging experience, but for 
the determined, more than anything else, it was a 
hurdle in the race towards a much higher level of 
education.

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A the year began, students were confronted with 
a change to block scheduling as part of aneffort 
to synchronize the schedules of Newport News's public 
high schools. The seven-period, 48 minute class day 
was an extinct creature, giving way to three 
approximately 90 minute classes and one 45 minute 
class on an alternating-day schedule.

Cliques of three or more that would typically commune 
around aclassroomdoor, corner of the hallway, or 
garbage can found that a great personal adjustment 
was necessary to preserve the warm and loving 
integrity, as well as sociability, of their group. 
Teachers, too, had to adjust their lesson plans to 
take far more time with the new schedule. In 
September, many found themselves with thirty minutes 
or more of free time remaining in their classes. 
Students eventually adapted wel! to classes in two- 
hour plus blocks, and perhaps the only lingering 
problemwas a newfound preoccupation with the clocks 
on the classroomwalls. [ig
